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Response to Amendment 

1. The arguments under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 20 June 2008 is sufficient to overcome the rejection of 
claims 1-14 based upon inclusion of dependent claim limitations into the independent claim 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

3. With regard to claim 1, the independent claim includes "wherein the fastening means of 
the holding part correspond with the fastening means of the support in at least two different 
relative positions of the holding part when the holding part is rotated about at least one of a 
horizontal axis and a vertical axis so that the holding part is selectively connectable to the 
support in each of the at least two different relative positions" in combination with the remaining 
claim limitation is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. 

U.S. Pat. No. 6880398 teaches the level sensor rotatable in the horizontal plane however does 
not disclose the sensor rotatable in the vertical plane. 

US Pat. No. 4641 122 teaches the level sensor rotatable in the vertical plane however does not 
specifically disclose the sensor being capable of being rotatable in the horizontal plane.
